University 
at Edwardsville can become @ 
model for institutions of its type 
in the United States, in the 
opinion of Kenneth A. Shaw, 
newly appointed president of 
the University, 

Dr. Shaw, who has been vice- 
president and dean of the 
university of Towson State 
University, Baltimore, Md. for 
the past Seven years, was in- 
troduced te newsmen at a 
conference in the SIUE 
University Center Tuesday 
morning, 

His appointment as president, 
which was announced by Ivan 
A, Elliott Jr., chairman of the 
SIU Board of Trustees, is to be 
confirmed by the full board at 
the Dec. 9 meeting of the 
trustees. 

Decribing SIUE as a school 
designed to serve a 
predominately urban 
population, Shaw said, “SIUE 
can becomé a madel not only in 
terms of its outstanding 
teaching, research, and com- 
munity service but also in terms 
of how it governs itself, how it 
works together in obtaining its 
goals, how. it resolves its in- 
ternal differences and 
problems 

“I pledge inyself:to assist in 
making SIUE the best of its kind 
in the country,” the new 
president said, 

“I am also mindful of the 
interdependence that exists 
between this. region 4nd the 
university,” Shaw continued 
‘Clearly, the university and the 
metropolitan area — both sides 
of the river benefit by 
working together. 

I pledge, therefore, that this 
university willrserve its com 
munities by providing the best 
possible education to its 
students, all its students, at 
Edwardsville, East St. Louis, 
Alton and other places it might 
go to meet community geeds, 
offering community 
services consistent with 
community | needs, consistent 
with SIUE's goals, and ability to 
perform 

Shaw, a native of Granite 
City, said he is “delighted” to 
be returning to this region. 

“SIUE is a fine institution, 
he said. “And I am optimistic 
that this already fine institution 
will become even better in the 
years to come. It cértainly can 
be. The will is there.” 

Shaw's first action as 

sident will be to“'get to know 

© people and the institution 
He said he wi work with the 
campus constituencies in 
dentifying problems 
establishing priorities. “After 
have made a thorough 
aluation and have all the 
acts together, we'll try to find 
solutions to the problems 

In regard to the University 
budget, the new president said 
This isn’t the 1960s. All state 
agencies are in a budget pinch 

The challenge is for us to 
articulate the university's 
needs. set priorities, and 
manage our resources in such a 
way that the best job is done 
with the money available. 

Saying the university's 
primary mission should be to 
teach, “to provide a good 
education so our students can 
become leaders,in the future, 
Shaw said he wants to make 
sure that students learn ‘‘basic 
communication skills 
numeracy, understanding of 
our heritage, and the like, so 
that graduates have knowledge 
but also know how to think. 

In regard te faculty and staff, 
Shaw wants to “innovate from 
within. The key is to provide the 
kind of .environment that en 
courages continual and 
professional growth so there 
can be personal and in 
stitutional change.”* 

Responding . to questions 
about collective bargaining 
Shaw said he will approach the 
issue in the same- manner as 
other considerations — “in 
open, direct and humane wi 


and by 


and 


He said the goals of SIUE must 
be clearly established and the 


relationships spelled out. 


“If we approach the issue this 
way, there will not be any 
problem in resolving dif- 
ferences. Before a final decision 
can be made, there must be 
constituency involvement, and 
all of the pros and cons must be 
understood." 

On the subject of governance, 
Shaw believes the ad 
ministrative staff of the 
university should be evaluated 
“with the same: intensity” as, 
students are graded and faculty 
members are evaluated by their 
peers. 

“The administrative staff 
needs objectives and should be 
evaluated by those who are 
being served as to ef- 
fectiveness, efficiency and 
human approach,” he said 

The new president was asked 
a number of other questions, 
ineluding his position toward 
the East St. Louis Center and 
the priority he would give a 
proposal for construction of a 
gymnasium and recreation 
center on campus, His response 
was, "First, I must get to know 
the university — its people, its 
problems and its challenges. 
Then I will be able to make a 
fair identification of the 
problems and needs and set 
priorities.” 

He added, on the subject of 
the gymnasium, “I think the 
most important aspect of 
athletics is participation. The 
athletic program of the 
university should be consistent 
with the subordinate to the 
goals of the university. But I 
think also that recreational 
activities are extremely im- 
portant to the students, and 
adequate facilities for this 
purpose must be provided.” 

Asked: about his concepts of 
the roles of the campus 
newspaper and radio station. 
Shaw said he believes both 
should serve to inform the 
people and should be models of 
ethics in journalism. In ad 
dition, they should be important 
vehicles for student learning 
experiences, he said 

Summing up his overall 
feeling about the university, Dr 
Shaw said, “I think this in. 
stitution is one of the most 
important developments in the 
region since the opening of the 
Eads Bridge (spanning the 
Mississippi River between East 
St. Louis and St. Louis) more 
than 100 years ago

Confidence that Dr. Kenneth Shaw can effectively lead 
university here to new heights of service and achievement 


University trustees opted for youth, 
educational expertise and knowledge of 
Madison County in designating Kenneth A. 
“Buzz” Shaw as new president of Southern 
Illinois University at Edwardsville. 

At the age of 37, the native Granite 
Cityan who was reared in Edwardsville was 
able to meet all the’ criteris—principally, 
long and successful service in a high ad- 
ministrative position at a university offering 
both undergraduate and” graduate 
programs. His personal characteristics and 
ability to relate to people at all levels also 
figured prominently in the selection. 

‘Vice-president and dean of the university 
at Towson State University, Baltimore, Dr. 
Shaw won an immediate, warm response 
Tuesday by voicing his hope that “SIUE can 
become a model for institutions of its kind 
in the United States.” 

He sees it as becoming ‘a mode! not only 
in terms of its outstanding teaching, 
research and community service, but also in 
terms of how it governs itself—how it works 
together in obtaining its goals— in an 
open, direct and humane way.” 








While an objective of “making SIUE the 
best of its kind in the country’ will not be 
easily attainable, the new president will 
bring tothe position awareness of the multi- 


level governing and financing structure— 
and of the strengths and weaknesses of the 
local university's role as a school nearly 
autonomous but with a complicated set of 
checks and balances. 

Dr. Shaw is ‘‘optimistic that this already 
fine institution will become even better in 
the years to come.” He hopes to work with 
the various campus constituencies to 
“articulate the university's needs, set 
_priorities and manage our resources in such 
a way that the best job is done with the 
money available.” 

Recognizing that the primary mission is 
toteach, the new leader of SIUE will seek to 
have it “provide a good education so our 
students can become leaders in the future— 
each learning basic communication skills, 
numeracy, understanding of our heritage, 
and the like, so that graduates have 
knowledge but. also know how to think.” 

There is widespread hope and confidence 
that Dr. Shaw will succeed in continuing 
and improving the diverse university 
functions and services that have meant so 
much to Southwestern Llinois. As he notes, 
SIUE is “one of the most important 
developments in this region since the 
opening of the Eads Bridge more than 100 


years ago.” 


Aging Alton locks vital to exports, balance of payments 


Guest comment by the American 
Waterways Operators—Despite major 
backups at an important locking facility 
and low-water conditions on the Mississippi, 
the nation’s barge and towing iddustry is 
moving a greater-than-normal share of this 
year’s record export grain. 

Out of the more than 94 million bushels 
of grain for export inspected by the 
Department of Agriculture or all river 
systems for the week ending Oct. 22, the 


barge industry moved over 37 million 
bushels of that total 
Barges have carried more than 921 


million bushels of grain since mid-March 
That compares with 686 million bushels for 
the same time last year, and represents more 
than a 34 per cent increase. 

While the barge industry has always 
taken a lead in the movement of grain, the 
perennial shortage of railroad cars means 
that barges are moving some grain that 
railroads cannot handle. We will get the 
grain moving and will continue to do just 
that; neither shippers nor consumers can be 
left waiting.

Mississippi River, over 653,000 tons of grain 
moved through Locks and Dam 26 at Alton 
during the week of Oct. 17-22. 

About 85 per cent of the grain moving 
down the river by barge is bound for export 
via ports along the Gulf of Mexico. The 
value of those shipments to the U.S. balance 
of payments is estimated to be over $2 
billion annually. 

To illustrate the enormity of the ship- 
ments, U.S. Department of Agriculture 
figures ipdicate that the amount of grain 
locked through the Alton facilities for the 
Oct: 22 week alone would be enough to feed 
200 million chickens, from hatching to 
slaughter. That's enough to provide a 
chicken in every pot for almost the entire 
population of South America. 

We wonder how many more times the 
Corps of Engineers and the waterways 
industry will have to go through costly 
repair closings at Locks 26 before the 
government opens its eyes and decides to 
proceed with replacement of the 
deteriorating facility at Alton. 

The time and money involved ultimately 
affect all consumers.

The 34-year-old executive 
vice-president of St, Elizabeth 
Hospital in Granite City likes to 
get into the thick of things, roll 
up his sleeves, and get things 
done. 

Eilerman belongs to a new 
breed of hospital _ad- 
ministrators, with graduate 
school training in the -business 
end of running a hospital 

Associates consider him an 
able leader who can combine 
theory with down-to-earth 
practicality 

Hospital administrators used 
to be non-business types, with 
physicians and retired 
physicians running the show 

These days, though, about 30 
schools of business ad- 
ministration are preparing 
students for top pasts in health 
care institutions 

Ellerman ended up at one of 
these graduate schools — at 
Trinity University — after 
doing some serious thinking 
about the direcfion of his 
career 

He elected to enter Quincy

He said the problem will be

Schulte fears the national 
insurance program because of 
the “regulatory demands which 
eventually come with govern- 
ment funding.”” 

He said that Catholic 
hospitals must not be forced to 
compromise their religious 
principles in order to receive 
funding, and “Catholic 
hospitals cannot operate 
without government funds.” 

Schulte warned that such 
hospitals could be faced with 
the same problems now facing 


the dwindling number of 
parochial schools in the 
country. 


Catholic schools are “hit with 
both ends of the stick," he said 
— "on one end, because parents 
must still support public schools 
with their taxes, and on the 
other because as Catholic 
schools, they cannot receive 
funds from the government.” 

He also said that cities such 
as New York City, which are 
“groping for tax revenues” to 
shore up their weakened tax 
bases, threaten the tax-exempt 
status for some Catholic 
auxiliary institutions, such as 
nursing homes and convents 

He told the group that the 
establishement ofthe

President-elect Jimmy 
Carter, with his razor-thin 
margin of victory, really has 


things going for him in Congress 
with a solid 2 to 1 majority in 
both the House and Senate. 

He can approach the task with 
a completely different frame of 


mind than Presidents Ford, 
Nixon and Eisenhower, all of 
whom had to deal with 
Congresses controlled by the 
opposition. 

He will enjoy the same luxury 
as Lyndon Johnson following 
the 1964 election, and a better 





advantage than Jack Kennedy 
had during his tenure 

Furthermore, he won't have 
to worry = about _— any 
Congressioi investigating 
committees looking into the 
executive branch, as they will 
all be controlled by his party — 
a comfort no Republican 
president has enjoyed in my

For those of us in the

Despite the ummatched 
accomplishments of the U.S.

for all who want them — in- 
creased control over private 
economic activitigs — gven a 
return to the counterproductive 
wage and price controls that 
have always failed. 

Although the American free 
enterprise system. feeds, 
clothes and houses our people 
more effectively \than any 
other system in the world — 
and provides the real basis for 
all of our public services — it 
is increasingly subject to 
criticism from those who 
seem to favor turning to less 
efficient approaches. 

Part of the problem is a 
matter of image. Those who 
support increased govern- 
ment spending and pervasive 
controls over our daily lives 
are often perceived as being 
more concerned and socially 
progressive. 

Those who allegedly “care 
more” are given considerable 
attention when they call for 
more spending to solve the 
urimet needs of society — 
even though the growth of big 
government has become a 
large part of the problem. 

At the same time, those who 
favor the free enterprise system 
too often converse in simplistic 
slogans that lack humane ap- 
peal. 
Worst all,

businessmen who come to 
Washington seem to want” to 
surrender their existing 
freedoms in exchange for 
protection from the competition 
that has made our system so 
dynamic. 

It is now time — in fact, the 
need is long overdue — for those 
who believe in the free en- 
lerprise system to more ef. 
fectively promote its basic 
values. 

In short, too many Americans 
— especially those who have 
known only the affluent society 
are unaware of the real 
source of economic growth in 
our country. 

The material abundance, the 
freedoms of choice; the op- 
portunities for meaningful work 
are all largely the result of the 
creativity and productivity of 
our free and competitive 
economic system. This is the 
crucial theme that has to be 
communicated to all Americans 
until they understand it. 

Unfortunately, the dwindling 
number of those of us in 
Congress-who are militant 
advocates of private enterprise 
cannot do it alone. 

For whatever reason, the 
general public perceives us as 
the tools of some sinister special 
interest group when we go to bat 
for this or that element in the 
private sector. 

I'd like therefore to suggest a 
way in which you can help us in 
your own business or industry, 
with your own employes. 

Their jobs and all the goodies 
of life attendant with their being 
employed are dependent upon 
your having a market for your 
product or service. 

Those of you representing 
Jarger firms have sophisticated 
newsletters. The smaller the 
firm, the less you can afford to 
spend on ‘in-house’? com- 
munication. 

But it is just as much your 
responsibility as it is mine to 
inform the working force of this 
country about the costs and 
sacrifices involved in the 
creation of one job.

If educational institutions are 
not teaching these basic fun- 
damentals of how private en- 
terprise works, then business 
and industry Will have to fill the 
void. After all, it's not only our 
necks in the noose individually, 
but everyone's collectively as a 
system 

Free’ lives, individual lives, 
productive lives are built jon 
capital investment, not on the 
red ink and the printing press.of 
the government. = —~ 

If we are going to create the 
kind of jobs that will keep 
people permanently em- 
ployed, that meet_ the 
needs of a growing labor force 
— and that will reduce 
flation by expanding output of 
goods and services — then we 
must equip workers with new 
and efficient plant, 
machinery and tools. 

These capital needs of the 
future are staggering, about 
$4, trillion in the next decade 
— or about three times as much 
as we spent in the last decade. 

Savings are the source of this 
needed capital. 

But savings are currently 











being drained by excessive 
government deficits. 
Resources absorbed by 


government -for its spending 
today cannot simultaneously be 
invested in expanded plant and 
machinery to employ more 
people tomorrow.

Dentists cope with patients’ 
fear as well as tooth decay 


Today, dentists recognize that 
they share responsibility for the 
epidemic of dental disease in 
this country. More than 10 
million people in America who 
suffer from dental disease do 
not visit the dentist because of 
fear. 

Due to such statistics, dental 
schools are beginning to teach 
courses that are concerned with 
than just a 
mouthful of teeth. 

“Over the last 10 years or so, 
dental schools have become 
aware that the success of 
providing dental treatment 
pertains almost as much to 
psychology as to dentistry,” 
John Chaves, chairman of the 
department of community 
dentistry and human behavior 
at the Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
School of Dental Medicine, said. 

“Getting people to come to 
the dentist and to keep their 
teeth clean between visits to the 
dental office, all have more to 
do with behavioral sciences 
than dentistry.” 

Chaves said 
dentists to understand this was. 
a long task. “At first, there 
were some behavioral scientists 
who were interested in these 
problems. Now, a number of 
dental schools have behavioral 
science teaching departments. 

“But, relatively few schools 
have full departments or sec 
tions with this as their- only 
mission, to teach dental 
students “an area of applied 
psychology and interaction with 
patients," he said

only teach students, but also 
provide individual 
psychological counseling to 
patients in-the school’s clinic 
when appropriate. 

Chaves said some, of the 
problems that dentists have to 
learn to handle range from 
patients fainting from fright to 
those occasional patients who 
flirt with the dentist. 

“It is important for dentists to 
learn how to handle these types 
of situations, especially if they 
practice in a small town" he 
said. “The problems are not all 
that frequent, but they do 
happen. 

“We also try to enhance the 
application of psychological 
techniques into standard dental 
practice. As an example, if a 
patient is undergoing oral 
surgery, it is common for the 
dentist to go about his business 
without thinking of the patient 
too much,” he said. 

He explained that the SIUE 
and most other dental schools, 
students are now trained to stay 
in touch with the patient's 
feelings. 

Students are trained to tell 
patients to signal them if there 
is any pain. ‘People will 
tolerate discomfort much more 
radily if they have some control 
over it,” he said 

“Patients must also be 
motivated to maintain good 
home care,” Chaves continued. 

In attempting to motivate 


people, dentists are now giving 
them information on the 
development of dental disease 
and its causes. 

“Motivation is important to 
maintain adequate home care 
so they can minimize future 
disease. Dentistry is more into 
prevention than cure, he said 

According to Chaves, 
psychological training for 
dentists not only can nelp them 
treat patients more effectively 
but may also give them insights 
into many dental problems. He 
explained that biting problems 
may be caused due to stress. 

Psychological problems can 
cause ANUG (acute necrotizing 
ulcerative gingivitis), a 
degenerative disease of gums 
related to stress 

Bruxism (grinding the teeth) 
and TMJ (temporo-mandibular 
joint dysfunction) may also be 
caused © by psychological 
problems. 

"He said that although the 
behavioral sciences will play an 
increasingly important role in 
dentistry, the’ SIUE school is 
still (raining doctors of dental 
medicine and not psychologists 

“It is crucial for us to care 
about the patient's feelings and 
about the 10 to 12 million people 
who are afraid to go to den- 
lists," Chaves said. “Fear of 
dentistry was created in part by 
members of the profession, and 
now they are taking the lead to 
deal with this fear.”

Certificate program for 
school business officials 


Due to new state legislation, 
people planning careers as chief 
school business officials must 
have special training after July 
1, 1977. Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville —in 
cooperation with several school 
district business administrators 
— has designed a certificate 
program for business officials. 

Raymond L, Lows, chairman 
of the department of 
educational administration and, 
supervision at SIUE, said the 
university now has the only 
Chief School Business Officials 
Endorsement Program ap- 
proved by the Illinois Office of 

lucation (IOE) and the State 
eacher Certification Board. 

“This is not really a new 
program for'SIUE, since all the 
courses in it are’ available 
through other programs in the 
School of Education," Lows 
noted 

“It has been possible for 
people to take courses in this 
area, but this is the first year 
for certification,” he explained 

A cycle of courses in the 
endorsement program will 
begin’ next summer, although 
some students have already 
completed some of the classes 

“We have had positive 
comments because the program 
proposal we submitted to the 
IOE was developed with a great 
deal of assistance from area 
school business managers. 

‘Seven business managers 
gave a great deal of input. We 
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\) 


have had much help in terms of 
setting up the program and 
developing “curriculum 
materials,” Lows added, 

The program was approved 
Sept. 24. According: to the 
proposal, fwo criteria were 
established for the .program 
when it was proposed. , 

The criteria. include 
provisions forthe acquisition of 
knowledge, attitudes and skills 
for effective performance in 
school business management 
functions, \and a carefully 
planned set of experiences 
designed to develop capacities 
and abilities in, these areas. 

Lows said the program will 
include much input from the 
area edicational \community, 
since personnel” Working in 
elementary and secondary 
schoals will participate directly 
in the program. They will serve 
as members of the advisory 
council, as guest lecturers, as 
consultants and as resource 
personnel. 

General requirements for 
admission to the Chief School 
Business Officials Endorsement 
Program include a bachelor’s 
degree and a grade-point 
average of “'B"’ or better during 
the last two years of un- 
dergraduate work. 

Students also are required to 
complete an internship in school 
business management or to 
prepare a formal project report 
on some aspect of school 
business management

Harvest over, 
yield is lower

Madison County farmers are 
to be commended for their 
harvest efforts thjs fall. At this 
date in November, we can state 
that the harvest in Madison 
County is virtually complete. 
And the planting of the winter 
wheat crop is rapidly being 
concluded 

Fall tillage operations also 
are off to an excellent start. 

Although Madison County is 
considered a marginal area of 
the state for receiving a fall 
tillage benefit in increased crop 
production, many farmers use 
the fall season to chop crop 
residue and thus allow more 
time for ‘an early planting in the 
spring 

To summarize our fall har- 
vest, tillage and winter wheat 
planting progression, a survey 
was sent each week to about 30 
Madison County farmers, who 
then relayed the information 
back to our office. These far- 
mers were located throughout 
every township in the county. 

Here are some of the results 
of the surveys 

The harvest survey questions 
began on Sept. 29. The survey 
response on that date indicated 
that corn harvest was 18 per 
cent complete, while the 
soybean harvest was about 20 
per cent completed 

The remaining — survey 
summaries went as follows: On 
Oct. 6. corn was 25 per cent 
complete while soybeans 
jumped to 4 60 per cent com. 
pletion. Oct. 13 reports showed 
that corn harvest was 35 per 
cent completed and the soybean 
harvest was 75 per cent done. . 

On Oct, 20, after a beautiful - 
week of harvest weather, the 
corn and soybean harvest 
percentages jumped con 
siderably. This report indicated 
a corn harvest completion of 60 
per cent and a soybean harvest 
of 90 per cent 

The Oct report was not 
much higher than the Oct. 20 
report because Madison County 
farmers had only two or three 
good harvest days during that 
week. The harvest did progress 
some, however, to a corn 
completion of 75 per cent and a 
soybean harvest of 95 per cent 

The Nov. 3 and 10 reports\y 
indicated that corn harvest was 
90 per cent completed while 
soybean harvest was virtually 
completed. 

Other information gained in 
these surveys showed that 
winter wheat planting was 90 
per cent complete on Oct. 27 

It was also reported that total 

being planted to wheat 
this fall. is slightly down in 
comparison to last year's 
planting. This was mainly at 
tributed to wheat disease 
problems and the current price 
of wheat 

The most common variety of 
wheat being planted this fall in 
Madison County ‘seems to be 
Abe. Arthur and Arthur 71 
however, follow close behind 

As far as fall tillage is con 
cerned, on Oct. 20 it was 
estimated that about 10 per cent 
of the corn and soybean acreage 
had been prepared for the final 
spring tillage before planting 
This figure rose to 30 to 40 per 
cent on Nov. 10

moved along quite well in the

last month, Madison County 
farmers report yield reductions 
of about 30 per cent on corn, 25 
per cent on early planted 
soybeans and as high as 70 to 100 
per cent on the double-crop or 
late planted soybeans. 

These yield reductions will 
certainly increase the pressure 
that the Madison County farmer 
feels as a result of increased 
production costs and lower 
grain prices. 

Mary Henke of rural Staunton 
and the DeCamp Miners 4-H 
Club had the highest 4-H yield 
on corn, 162 bushels per acre. 
Eugene Gvillo Jr. of rural 
Fosterburg and the Fasterburg 
Ag. 4-H Club had the highest 
yielding soybeans, 5412 bushels 
per, acre. There were 10 par- 
ticipants in the X-Tra Yield 
Soybean competition 

Average yield for X-Tra Yield 
Corn was 117!2 bushels per acre 
compared to a county average 
of 75 bushels per acre; average 
yield for X-Tra Yield Soybeans 
was 48!2 bushels per acre 
compared to a county average 
of 27.

New law affects 
mortgage interest 


In 1974, the Illinois legislature 
changed the Illinois Interest Act 
to increase the amount of in- 
terest: which a lender can 
charge a borrower. For many 
years, the maximum interest on 
a loan secured by residential 
real estate had been 8 per cent. 
Since enactment of the 1974 law, 
interest up to 9"; per cent was 
permissible; now, it may rise 
again, 

‘According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, the interest 
rate on loans for residential real

A new law will permit the 
maximum interest rate ‘on 
convential home loans to 
change each month, based on a 
federal government ecomomic 
index 

Over the past several months, 
during the period in which in 
lerest rates were frozen at a 
maximum of 9'2 per cent, the 
actual interest rates have been 
subject to market pressures and 
the availability of money to 
lend. 

Many home mortgage loans 
have been made for well under 
the maximum rate permissible 
It is anticipated that interest 
rates will not rise appreciably 
when the new law takes affect in 
January 1977. 

Under the new law 
maximum interest on January 
hame loans will be set at 2'2 per 
cent above the November 1976 
monthly index of long-igrm U.S 
government bond yields. In 
February, the maximum in- 
terest rate will be adjusted by 
the December index, and so on 

The State Bar Association is 
advising home buyers that the 
new law does not mean that 
their interest rates might 
change each month after they 
have obtained their loan.
